unless decent citizens demand it.

RAILROADS LOOKING UP. 
A statement 
from 
the 
committee on 
public relations of the eastern railroads is 
highly encouraging with respect to the 
condition of these properties. 
It is assert­ 
ed that the railroads have reconditioned 
themselves and that in spite of mounting 
expenses they have greatly improved their 
earnings. 
Considering the blackness of 
the situation as outlined repeatedly by 
railroad executives a few years ago, it is 
heartening to note the true optimism re­ 
flected in the statement. 
“The American railroads have suc­ 
cessfully completed the greatest move­ 
ment of freight 
traffic in a single 
week in their history, according to re­ 
ports just made public by the Car 
Service 
Division 
of 
the American 
Railway Association,” the statement 
says. 
“This record-breaking week ending 
October 18 presents an amazing situ­ 
ation— over 
1,102,000 
cars 
loaded 
with revenue freight, an unused sur­ 
plus of 100,000 serviceable cars, and 
a motive power reserve of 5,400 serv­ 
iceable 
locomotives— these 
results 
with fewer cars and practically no 
more lomomotives than were in serv­ 
ice five years ago. 
“Yet in 1920, loading of a million 
cars a week were accomplished by 
car shortages as high as 147,000 cars 
and there was practically no reserve 
of 
serviceable 
locomotives 
against 
contingencies. 
“The difference between these two 
situations may well summarize the 
progress made in improving railroad 
transportation in this country since 
1920. 
“Today the railroads can move 10 
per cent more freight in a single week 
than they could five yeas ago and 
yet not begin to touch the maximum 
of their capacity. 
“Freight rates have been reduced 
more than $700,000,000 a year, and 
yet railroad earnings— which were 
practically nothing in 
1920— show 
signs of encouraging improvement. 
“Out of the earnings of 1924 not 
a penny will 
be 
paid to railroad 
stockholders and bondholders which 
the railroads of this country did not 
first create out of efficient and eco­ 
nomical operation.” 
That the railroads, after many of them 
were perched on the edge of utter fail­ 
ure, have been brought to the condition 
depicted in 
the 
statement 
speaks elo­ 
quently for the quality of direction of the 
systems on which the country is abso­ 
lutely dependent. 
There £an be no dis­ 
counting the cold fact that the United 
States must have its railroads and that 
its railroads must render wide service. 
Faced with greatly increased overhead 
expenses in every department and in ev­ 
ery direction, it is easily believed that it 
has been a titanic struggle to improve 
economy and efficiency in operation to 
the end that the cost of transportation be 
be made lower, thus giving some attrac­ 
tion for the investor. 
That $3,000,000,000 
of new capital should have been required 
for the railroads in four years is but one 
indication of the proportions of the strug­ 
gle.

HIS is the season of the year 
when the cool days stir the 
blood and quicken the appetite. 
Potato Salad.—To six cupfuls of 
hot sliced potatoes add two tea- 
spoonfuls of salt, one-half teaspoon­ 
ful of paprika, one small grated 
onion, one-half cupful of vinegar, 
two tablespoonfuls of chopped pars­ 
ley and one cupful of heavy cream. 
Mix thoroughly, using two silver 
forks. 
Serve cold on a platter sur­ 
rounded with slices of smoked ham. 
Stuffed Celery Salad.—For a de­ 
licious tidbit this is a joy to the 
palate. 
Cream one tablespoonful 
of butter, add one cream cheese, a 
dash of paprika, one-fourth of a 
teaspoonful of salt and throe stuffed 
o’i ves chopped. 
Fill the hollow 
stalks of tender crisp celery. With 
a sharp knife cut across the stalks, 
making pieces about one-thifd inch 
wide. 
Add a little French dress­ 
ing and on each individual portion 
place mayonnaise dressing dotted 
with walnut meats coarsely cut. 
Canned Peach Pudding.— Put six 
halves of canned peaches through 
a colander, add one beaten egg, one- 
half cupful of inilk. the same of 
sugar, one and one-half cupfuls of 
flour sifted with three teaspoonfuls 
of baking pownler anil one-fourth of 
a teaspoonful of salt.
